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A Question of Correct Epithets 

At the present timc'^hcre'ir an i^Sfe^^ epithets 
auch as "Red." "Bolshevik" and so forth. It constitutes one of the 
nunkeyisms of the age. There are some people who label any radical 
or even liberal opinion as "Red" without any inquiry into its signific- 
ance; Our papers arc iloiorious in this respecV, and it is difficult to 
tril .whether thpy use these adjectivcs on purpose or are merely hyste- 
rical about revolution and all that sort of thing. This continual sen- 
sationalism and terrorism is having" a most demoralizing effect. The 
more conservative are becoming reactionary; witness a well-educated 
and rich citizen of Montreal, a graduate of McGillrwho» refused 'to 
advertise in a McGill publication for two reasons, one being that the 
students were "Socialist^.' Of coiirse this is an extreme case— but 
can wc teil how long it will remain so if we continually bandy about 
' revolutionary epithets? Worse still is. the effect on more impulsive 
natures who arc thoroughly imbued with the spirit of liberalism. In 
sheer desperation, and almost in spite of themselves they will turn to 
"direct action" for a remedy, 

' ' It is clear that wc nvn.st not use these "red" epithets and above all 
vremust not think in terras of thoiu unless wc have a very good reason. 
We mysi in the last anlaysis be able to prove our correctness in using 
such terms by definition.. The mcaiiiiig of a Bolshevik is a person 
who" advocates the soviet form of government with the absolute and 
.bVooUy (Iict;ttorship of the proletariat. How many times is this dé- 
sfgnaiion u^cd without tl;cJca5t regard, for, its. tru&significançe? • Thp 
word "socialism" is used'-equ.ftlly vagUBly.-i'-lt"denotes a definite poli 
ficjff*<fiow. It is prepostcrbuft, tTicrcfbrc r'o-call people socialists who 
dp pot support the lieccssary tenets, and If is tf^iially perverse to con- 
rtise r.ocialir.ni with Bolshevism'.' . 

>^ , McGill men ought to free themselves from- this confusion of epi 
thcis which prr" There is no need for them to pander to sensa- 
tionalism. It w.is obviously wrong to call thc"Broadside" bolshevis- 
tic.^ .It did nat supporfttic current Bolshevik ôpiiîions regarding iHii 
vcrsitics — rfamcly, that^tlie î*/mcipail'{ihd.*'jfie jii.riior Janitor shoul 
receive cqiAil pay and fio.forth. • 4t is particularly incombent on the 
students to be careful in this respect,- as McGilMs watched very nar 
rowly. Tor instance, ttio story spreadHike wildfire that Woodsworth 
v^ho has been indicted for the Wjiinipeg strike, spoke under the aus' 
(^'çes of iHcGili; whereas this is an entirely false version broiight about 
simpfy by the fact that a McGill professor introduced him on a' former

Ordinarily in a 
baseball team the' stability of good 
playing generally Tests with a Jgood 
battery. The catching end of the 
battery here is only fair, and oven 
those there it; too much dependency on 
.one man. . If , a^iything^ happens to 
him, the state of affal.\ becomes more 
hopeless. . The pitchers as a ^'bolo 
are decidedly- weak, and here again 
too much reliance is loft to one man. 
From observations there Is not a pit- 
cher available at Macdonald who 
shows any evideiico of control lasting 
more than five minutes. This, truly, 
is ,a bad sute of affairs. Present 
material for, a baseball battery, might 
be Improved, but that seems a long 
way off,ior. very little earnestness in- 
play has so far been shown. 

In the fielding of the present team 
there Is also a poor mtjflng-up, capo- 
rlally on the two corner basoa of tho 
diamond. One or two fielders have 
shown up fairly well in handling tho 
baH, but the genoralj^mBke^iD^ more 
on outdoor basebajlllB^i^j^Sr' is. In 
throwing they are' notable to judge 
distancé and speed for Indoor baseball 
work. The whole loam seems to fall 
down decidedly in handling tho ball, îspr'ne of '18.
